Hawesville: new chief, new 
clerk, new water supt.

The long awaited and 
long discussed Hawesville 
bridge approach and road 
extension project has 
reached a meaningful stage 
as the state is beginning to 
buy up right of ways for the 
project For most the pro¬ 
cess is slow but doesn’t have 
a large impact, but for at least 
one family it means they’ll 
have to move, 

Rick and Vickie 
Montague’s home on Hawes 
Blvd. is right in line with the 
path the road will take, 
which means their home of 
12 years will be torn down, 

“When we bought the 
place there were rumors of 
the bridge approach and I 
asked the realtor at that time 
about it and he said, well, it’s 
way down the road and we’ll 
probably never see it in our 
lifetime,” Rick Montague 
said. 

But their lifetimes are still 
going and the house’s time 
has come to an end. 

“It’s been 12 years,” he 
said. “We enjoy the location, 
enjoy the house. We like the 
house, but sometimes 
you’ve just got to do things 
like this to make progress so 


I’m OK with it.” 

They’re going through a 
similar process to what sev¬ 
eral other landowners are 
going through who have par¬ 
cels of land along the new 
route. 

“It takes time to get it all 
done,” said Roger Basinger, 
who with his sister Patricia 
owns land that the state is 
needing to buy. ‘They have 
to do some survey work and 
then they make you an offer 
and you either accept it or 
don’t.” 

Basinger’s land is in a val¬ 
ley, north of Montague’s 
home, that was once home 
to a herd of cows but is cur¬ 
rently unused. 

He said the people he’s 
dealt with on the project 
have been friendly so far. 

“You just never really 
know until you meet the 
people personally and they 
were really nice when we 
talked to them the first time,” 
he said. 

He said the state has 
made him and his sister an 
offer, but they are still work¬ 
ing with them to see what 
kind of agreement they can 
come to.

Tuesday night’s Hawes¬ 
ville city council meeting 
was a big one as two new city 
employees were announced 
and sworn in, and a third was 
promoted. 

Mayor Charles King an¬ 
nounced his intention to hire 
Mark Powers as new city 
police chief and Barbara 
Spencer as city clerk and 
asked for the council’s per¬ 
mission and approval. 

Newly elected council¬ 
man Robbie McCormick 
asked about the two new 
hires and whether they met 
the requirements and quali¬ 
fications necessary for the 
jobs. 

“Sure,” said King, who 
pointed out, along with coun¬ 
cilman Wayne Herndon, that 
Spencer had been a city 
clerk before under previous 
mayor Rita Stephens and 
that she was a certified city 
clerk. 

“And the qualifications of 
the chief would take too long 
to disclose,” King joked. 

He went on to say that 
Powers had served on the 
Owensboro Police Depart¬ 
ment for 20 years and came 
highly recommended. 


At Monday morning’s 
regularly scheduled meet¬ 
ing, the Hancock County Fis¬ 
cal Court took the following 
actions:

Mayor King thanked him 
for his comment and pro¬ 
ceeded to swear in Powers 
and Spencer.

Todd Adkins was pro¬ 
moted to the job of superin¬ 
tendent taking over the va¬ 
cancy left when previous wa¬ 
ter superintendent Michael 
Gray left in September. 

“I spoke with Todd earlier 
and Todd wasn’t really sure 
if he wanted this job or not 
because the

carry a great responsibility 
and not only responsibility 
but liability,” said King. “He 
signs his name to some 
forms that are extremely 
important and have some 
law behind rather than just 
a regular job.” 

“He did agree to accept 
this job and we wanted to 
hire within the system if we 
could and we’re just pleased 
as punch that he’s accepted 
that position. I have full faith 
and confidence in Todd, as 
he knows, and after his ac¬ 
ceptance I think it’ll put the 
city of Hawesville in a very 
good position to move for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

McCormick asked if his 
promotion would open a spot 
for another hire, and King 
said it’s a possibility but that 
they’re still looking at that. 

Century sewer line 

King had some good 
news for the council when he 
said that Century Aluminum 
would be tying in to the city’s 
sewer system, a change that 
would help the city earn 
more revenue. 

“There’s a good source of 
revenue that should be com¬ 
ing toward the city from that 
connection,” he said. 

And even better, the com¬ 
pany is footing the bill. 

‘They’re gracious and 
they know that we have a 
rather small budget and 
they’re assuming all the 
costs, basically,” he said. 

“You can’t get a sweeter 
deal than that,” he said. 

He said some people have 
asked if the city has the ca¬ 
pacity, and he said the engi¬ 
neers have said that the city 
can handle it, and the only 
small down side is that it will 
put more stress on one of the 
motors at one pump station. 

McCormick asked if any 
of Century’s old sewer 
equipment might become 
available for the city if 
they’re planning to do away 
with their treatment plant, 
and King said he didn’t know 
the answer to that but was 
waiting to hear back from 
someone at Century who’s 
overseeing the project. 

Water treatment op¬ 
tions 

King also told the coun¬ 
cil that he’d met with Dell 
Harris from the state rural 
water association and asked 
him for advice on the city’s 
water problems. 

“We discussed what we 
could do to make that water 
soft and maybe eliminate 
some of that calcium,” he 
said. “It’s a rather tedious 
process but it can be done.” 

He said representatives

Kentucky Labor Secretary 
Larry L. Roberts said the 
award shows a concerted 
dedication to safety. 

“The people of Coleman 
Station and the IBEW Local 
1701 deserve this award 
because it takes everyone 
working together for this to 
be possible,” said Roberts. 
“Safety is about teamwork, 
and it’s something that 
makes a whole operation

The county recently ac¬ 
cepted the offer from the 
state for several parcels, some 
of which are simply right of 
ways and some which are 
being sold outright, but judge 
executive Jack McCaslin said 
the county fared well in the 
sales. 

“I thought we really got a 
really fair appraisal on our 
property because our prop¬ 
erty wasn’t much good for 
any other building sites or 
anything, it was pretty well 
old rocky hills and for what 
they got from us I thought it 
was a real fair price,” he said. 

The Montagues are ex¬ 
pecting a fair price, but their 
situation is different in that 
they will have to be relo¬ 
cated. Another house next to 
theirs owned by Steve and 
Paula Mason will be torn 
down too, but it’s empty. 

The state is required to 
find an equivalent house for 
the Montagues, or at least try. 

‘They’re supposed to of¬ 
fer us something compa¬ 
rable that they’ll buy and put 
us in it but they can’t find 
anything comparable to 
what we have, price-wise and 
size-wise and everything,” 
he said. 

“My biggest concern was 
we had our house set up 
where it would be paid for 
before my retirement and 
now we might have to relocate 
and things like that so we’re 
hoping we come out all right 
and are still able to do that” 

Living in a doomed house 
is different, he said, because 
it changes the way they care 
for it. 

“...There’s been a few 
things that I wanted to do 
and knowing that it’s just 
going to be torn down I’ve 
kind of hesitated on doing 
it,” he said. 

“Last year I did totally re¬ 
model, I got tired of waiting 
and I did totally remodel my 
TV room and family room,” 
he said. 

But Montague said that 
even though they enjoy the 
house, it won’t be the end of 
the world to see it gone, and 
they will be able to simply 
move on to a new place with¬ 
out looking back. 

“It’s not where we raised 
our kids. The house really 
doesn’t have any sentimen¬ 
tal value to us. It’s just a good 
house and it’s a solid house 
and we like the location, but 
as far as sentimental value, 
no, it doesn’t have any real 
sentimental,” he said. 

“If they want it they can 
have it, if the price is right.”

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Bauer sentenced 
to 12 years in jail

Evansville, Ind. resident 
Cody Bauer received a 12 
year prison sentence from 
Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch on a charge of manu¬ 
facturing methamphet- 
amine. Dortch handed down 
the sentence during Motion 
Day proceedings at the Han¬ 
cock County Judicial Center 
on January 9, 2015. 

Bauer’s case started in 
February of 2014 after a 
traffic stop in Hawesville. 
Kentucky State Police 
Trooper James Gaither 
wrote in Bauer’s arrest ci¬ 
tation that he noticed him 
driving 40 MPH in a 35 
MPH zone, and initiated a 
traffic stop. 

As Gaither conducted the 
traffic stop, he received con¬ 
sent to search the vehicle, 
and discovered numerous 
items associated with drug 
activity. Gaither then placed 
Bauer under arrest. 

In April of 2014 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Bauer on traffic and 
drug related charges. He 
stands accused of speeding 
five MPH over limit, operat¬ 
ing on a suspended/revoked 
operator’s license, unlawful 
possession of methamphet- 
amine precursor, manufac¬ 
turing methamphetamine, 
possession of marijuana, 
possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia and being a persistent 
felony offender in the sec¬ 
ond degree. 

In November of 2014 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office of¬ 
fered Bauer a plea bargain 
agreement. In exchange 
for his plea of guilty to the 
manufacturing metham¬ 
phetamine charge, the 
state agreed to dismiss the 
rest of the charges in the 
case. Bauer accepted the 
agreement. 

Gillians sentenced 
to five years in jail 

Hawesville resident Gre¬ 
gory Allen Gillians received 
a five year prison sentence 
from Hancock County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch on a charge of facili¬ 
tation to manufacture meth- 
amphetamine-second or 
greater offense. Dortch 
handed down the sentence 
during Motion Day proceed¬ 
ings at the Hancock County 
Judicial Center on January 9, 
2015. 

Gillians’ case started in 
August of 2012 when Han¬ 
cock County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Aaron Emmick de¬ 
veloped information con¬ 
cerning illegal drug activity 
at a resident on 1415 
Goering Road in Hawesville. 
Emmick secured a search 
warrant and went to the resi¬ 
dence. During the search he 
discovered several items as¬ 
sociated with drug activity 
and arrested Gillians on sev¬ 
eral drug related charges. 


In October of 2012 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Bauer on a variety 
of drug related charges. The 
Grand Jury accused Gillians 
of manufacturing metham- 
phetamine-second offense, 
possession of a controlled 
substance in the first degree- 
second offense, possession 
of marijuana, possession of 
drug paraphernalia, traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled substance 
in the first degree-second 
offense and being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender in the 
second degree. 

In November of 2014 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office of¬ 
fered Gillians a plea bargain 
agreement. In exchange for 
his plea of guilty to an 
amended charge of facilita¬ 
tion to manufacture metham- 
phetamine-second or 
greater offense, the state 
agreed to dismiss the rest of 
the charges in the case. Gil¬ 
lians accepted the agree¬ 
ment. 

Harris given 5 
year jail sentence 

Hawesville resident 
Allen Harris received a 5 
year prison sentence on a 
charge of trafficking in a 
controlled substance-first 
degree-first offense, to run 
consecutive to the 20 year 
sentence he received in an 
earlier case, for a total of 25 
years behind bars. Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Judge Ronnie C. Dortch 
issued the sentence during 
Motion Day proceedings 
January 9,2015 at the Han¬ 
cock County Judicial Cen¬ 
ter. 

Harris’ case started in 
January of 2014 when Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Trooper 
James Gaither received in¬ 
formation concerning Harris 
manufacturing methamphet¬ 
amine at his residence at 
6200 Little Tar Springs Road. 
Gaither obtained a search 
warrant and went to Harris’ 
residence to conduct a 
search. According to the ar¬ 
rest citation, Gaither discov¬ 
ered numerous items com¬ 
monly associated with the 
use and manufacture of 
methamphetamine. Gaither 
then placed Harris under ar¬ 
rest. 

In April of 2014 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Harris on charges of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance in the first degree- 
second or greater offense, 
possession of a controlled 
substance in the first degree, 
possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia and being a persistent 
felony offender in the first 
degree. 

In October of 2014 Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney Tim 
Coleman’s office offered 
Harris a plea bargain agree¬ 
ment. In exchange for a plea 
of guilty to an amended 
charge of trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance-first de¬ 
gree-first offense, the state 
agreed to drop the remain¬ 
ing charges in the case. Har¬ 
ris accepted the plea bargain 
arrangement. 


Bell pleads guilty to 

intimidation 

During Motion Day pro¬ 
ceedings January 9, 
Lewisport resident Theresa 
Bell entered a plea of guilty 
to a charge of intimidating a 
participant in a legal process. 
The plea bargain agreement 
recommended a sentence of 
three years in jail, and dis¬ 
missed the remaining 
charges against Bell. Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Judge Ronnie C. Dortch 
took the matter under ad¬ 
visement, and scheduled 
Bell’s sentencing for March 
6, 2015. 

In May of 2013 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury re¬ 
turned a multi-count indict¬ 
ment against Bell. The 
Grand Jury accused Bell of 
five counts of complicity to 
rape in the third degree, five 
counts of complicity to sod¬ 
omy in the third degree and 
attempted perjury in the first 
degree. 

Atwell enters guilty plea to 
facilitation 

Cloverport resident 
Danny S. Atwell accepted a 
plea bargain agreement in 
which he entered a plea of 
guilty to an amended charge 
of facilitation to manufacture 
methamphetamine. The 
Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended Atwell serve five 
years in jail. Hancock 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Ronnie C. Dortch took the 
plea bargain agreement un¬ 
der advisement, and sched¬ 
uled Atwell’s sentencing for 
3-6-15. 

In July of 2014 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Atwell on several 
drug related charges. The 
Grand Jury accused Atwell 
of manufacturing metham¬ 
phetamine, drug parapher- 
nalia-deliver/manufacture 
and unlawful possession of a 
methamphetamine precur¬ 
sor. 

Rone pleads guilty to pos¬ 
session and theft charges 

Owensboro resident 
April Michelle Rone ac¬ 
cepted a plea bargain agree¬ 
ment in which she entered a 
plea of guilty to charges of 
possession of a controlled 
substance-methamphet- 
amine and theft of a credit/ 
debit card. The Common¬ 
wealth recommended a sen¬ 
tence of three years in jail on 
the possession charge, and 
12 months on the theft 
charge, to be served concur¬ 
rently, for a total of three 
years in jail. 

The agreement dis¬ 
missed all other charges 
pending against Rone. Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Judge Ronnie C. Dortch 
took the matter under ad¬ 
visement. He scheduled 
Rone’s sentencing for March 
6, 2015. 

In September of 2014 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
returned a multi-count in¬ 
dictment against Rone. The 
Grand Jury accused Rone of 
no operator’s license, pos¬ 
session of a controlled sub¬ 
stance in the first degree- 
second offense, possession 
of drug paraphernalia and 


failure to wear seat belts. 
Other charges included re¬ 
ceiving stolen property un¬ 
der $10,000, being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender in the 
first degree, theft-receipt of 
a stolen credit/debit card 
and burglary in the second 
degree. 

Vanconey enters guilty 
plea to meth charge 

Hawesville resident Rob¬ 
ert Vanconey accepted a plea 
bargain agreement in which 
he entered a plea of guilty to 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine-first offense. The 
Commonwealth offered a 
recommended sentence of 
18 years in jail. 

The plea bargain agree¬ 
ment dismissed all other 
charges pending against 
Vanconey. Hancock County 
Circuit Court Judge Ronnie 
C. Dortch took the case un¬ 
der advisement, and sched¬ 
uled Vanconey’s sentencing 
for March 6, 2015. 

In September of 2014 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
returned an eight count in¬ 
dictment against Vanconey. 
The Grand Jury accused 
Vanconey of cultivation of 
marijuana-five or more 
plants, trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance in the first 
degree-second or greater of¬ 
fense, manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine-second or 
greater offense and unlawful 
possession of methamphet¬ 
amine precursor-second or 
greater offense. The Grand 
Jury also indicted Vanconey 
on charges of unlawful pos¬ 
session of drug parapherna¬ 
lia, unlawful purchase/re¬ 
ceipt/acquisition of ephe- 
drine products/mixtures, 
being a persistent felony of¬ 
fender and trafficking in a 
controlled substance within 
1,000 feet of a school. 
Vanconey pleads guilty to 
meth charge 

Hawesville resident 
Diana Vanconey accepted a 
plea bargain agreement in 
which she entered a plea of 
guilty to a charge of facilita¬ 


tion to manufacture meth¬ 
amphetamine. The Com¬ 
monwealth offered a recom¬ 
mended sentence of 5 years 
in jail. 

The plea bargain agree¬ 
ment dismissed all other 
charges pending against 
Vanconey. Hancock County 
Circuit Court Judge Ronnie 
C. Dortch took the case un¬ 
der advisement, and sched¬ 
uled Vanconey’s sentencing 
for March 6, 2015. 

In September of 2014 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
returned a six count indict¬ 
ment against Vanconey. The 
Grand Jury accused Vanco¬ 
ney of cultivation of mari¬ 
juana-five or more plants, 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance in the first degree 
and manufacturing metham¬ 
phetamine. The Grand Jury 
also indicted Vanconey on 
charges of unlawful posses¬ 
sion of methamphetamine 
precursor, unlawful posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia 
and trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance within 
1,000 feet of a school. 

Court issues bench 
warrant for Smith 

The Hancock County 
court system issued a 
bench warrant for 
Edgewood, Texas resident 
Stephen D. Smith for fail¬ 
ure to appear in court for 
the Motion Day proceed¬ 
ings January 9, 2015. The 
court issued the bench 
warrant with no bond. 

In May of 2013 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Smith on three drug 


related charges. Smith faces 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and pos¬ 
session of a controlled sub¬ 
stance in the first degree. 
Court issues bench war¬ 
rant for Sullivan 

The Hancock County 
court system issued a bench 
warrant for Rockport, Ind. 
resident Daniel Sullivan, Jr., 
for failure to appear in court 
for the Motion Day proceed¬ 
ings January 9. The court 
issued the bench warrant 
with a bond of $205. 

In February of 2013 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Sullivan on three 
charges. He stands accused 
of burglary in the second de¬ 
gree, assault in the fourth 
degree and criminal mis¬ 
chief in the third degree. 
Bench warrant issued for 
House 

The Hancock County 
court system issued a bench 
warrant for Lewisport resi¬ 
dent Tracy House for failure 
to appear in court for the 
Motion Day proceedings 
January 9. The court issued 
the warrant with no bond. 

In August of 2012 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
returned a four count indict¬ 
ment against House. She 
stands accused of one 
charge of fraudulent use of 
a credit card under $10,000, 
one charge of fraudulent use 
of a credit card under $500, 
receiving stolen property 
under $10,000 and unlawful 
access to a computer in the 
first degree.

I’ve 
kicked, punched and 
laughed at you. Oh, God, can 
you forgive me? Please, save 
me, please. I have had it with 
all the world’s answers for 
happiness. All of it, the 
money, fame and things have 
left me so empty’. 

“I prayed a simple prayer, 
as best I could, ‘God, come 
into my life ... forgive me of 
my sins. Make me the per¬ 
son that you want me to be’. 
Through this simple act of 
surrender, the void that once 
loomed so large was filled. 
From that moment on my 
life was never to be the same. 
Trying to please others had 
brought me frustration, a 
drinking habit, and a love of 
material possessions.

How to Claim the 
Retirement Saver’s 
Tax Credit 

Dear Savvy Senior, 

A coworker was recently tell¬ 
ing me about a tax credit she got 
last year for simply contributing 
to our company’s 401(k) plan. 
What can you tell me about this, 
and who’s eligible ? 

Over 55 

Dear Over, 

It’s called the “retire¬ 
ment saver’s tax credit,” 
and it’s a frequently over¬ 
looked credit that’s avail¬ 
able to low and moderate- 
income individuals and 
families who make saving 
for retirement a priority. 
Here’s how it works. 

If you contribute to a tra¬ 
ditional or Roth IRA, or an 
employer sponsored plan 
like a 401 (k), 457, 403(b), 
SEP plan, SIMPLE IRA or 
other retirement-savings 
plan, the retirement saver’s 
tax credit will allow you to 
claim 10, 20 or 50 percent 
of your contribution, de¬ 
pending on your income, up 
to a maximum of $1,000 per 
person or $2,000 per couple. 

To qualify, you must also 
be at least 18 years old and 
not a full-time student, and 
were not claimed as a de¬ 
pendent on someone else’s 
tax return. And your ad¬ 
justed gross income in 2015 
must be $61,000 or less as a 
married couple filing jointly, 
$45,750 or less if filing as 
head of household, or 
$30,500 or less if you’re a 
single filer. These income

The 20 percent credit 
rate applies to individuals 
earning between $18,251 
and $19,750; for head of 
household filers it’s $27,376 
to $29,625; and for couples 
it’s $36,501 to $39,500. 

And the 10 percent rate 
is for individuals with an ad- 
justed gross income be¬ 
tween $19,751 and $30,500; 
for head of household filers 
29,626 to $45,750; and 
couples it’s between 
$39,501 and $60,100. 

Double Tax Break 

You also need to know 
that the retirement saver’s 
tax credit can be claimed in 
addition to the tax deduc¬ 
tion you get for contributing 
to your employer’s retire¬ 
ment plan or a traditional 
IRA. Here’s an example of 
how this works. 

Let’s say you’re married 
and have an income of 
$37,000, and your spouse is 
not working. If you contrib¬ 


ute $1,000 to your 
company’s 401 (k) plan, 
your adjusted gross income 
would be reduced to 
$36,000 on your tax return. 
You would also be able to 
claim a 50 percent retire¬ 
ment saver’s credit, which 
is worth $500, for your 
$1,000 401 (k) contribution. 

Keep in mind though 
that this is a tax credit, not 
a deduction, so it lowers 
your income tax dollar for 
dollar. It is, however, a non- 
refundable tax credit, which 
means it cannot reduce the 
amount of tax owed to less 
than zero. 

How to Claim 

To claim the credit, you 
will need to fill out Form 
8880 (see irs.gov/pub/irs- 
pdfZf8880.pdf) and attach it 
to your 1040, 1040A or 
1040NR when you file your 
tax return. Don’t use the 
1040EZ Form. 

If you think that you 
would have qualified for the 
credit in previous years but 
didn’t claim it, you can file 
an amended return as far 
back as 2011 and still get 
the credits. A 2011 
amended return is due by 
April 15, 2015. See IRS 
Form 1040X ( irs.gov/pub/ 
irs-pdfZil040x.pdf) for in¬ 
structions on how to file an 
amended return. 

And for more informa¬ 
tion on the retirement 
saver’s tax credit, see IRS 
Publication 590 “Individual 
Retirement Arrangements” 
(irs. gov/pub/irs-pdf/ 
p590.pdf).

Anger is a powerful emo¬ 
tion. Webster’s Dictionary 
defines it “as a strong feeling 
of intense displeasure or in¬ 
dignation resulting from a 
real or imaginary threat, in¬ 
justice or insult.” All of us 
have both felt the emotional 
wrath of another individual 
and/or embarrassed our¬ 
selves with a demonstration 
of it. Who of us hasn’t said 
“Whew! I just lost it.” or “He 
blew up?” 

Recently, Dr. Charles 
Stanley, the popular televi¬ 
sion pastor and author 


Is your life fulfilling, or do 
you feel discontented? Can 
you honestly say your life 
has peaceful purpose? Exter¬ 
nals are not a fair measure 
of success. Lack of meaning¬ 
ful purpose may be found ev¬ 
erywhere - from the home¬ 
less person on the street 
even to the financial tycoon! 

Jesus cautioned against 
making false assessments of 
life; “for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abun¬ 
dance of the things which he 
possesseth” (Luke 12:15). 
More things don’t make for 
a meaningful life (see Luke 
12:16-21). 

King Solomon had im¬ 
mense wealth that allowed 
him to experiment in many 
areas. He said to himself: 
“Come now, I will prove thee 
with mirth; therefore enjoy 
pleasure” (Ecclesiastes 2:1). 
He turned his attention to 
“greatworks” (2:4). He made 
vast gardens, and planted 
fruit trees of all kinds, and ir¬ 
rigated them. But with all this 
he was still empty inside. 

The king gathered “silver 
and gold, and the treasure of 
kings and of the provinces” 
(2:8); yet the feeling of vanity 
lingered. He got “men-sing- 
ers and women- 
singers...musical instru¬ 
ments, and that of all sorts” 
(2:8). Time was spent being 
entertained. 


shared some interesting in¬ 
sights about anger. The At¬ 
lanta pastor says, “An angry 
person usually has a short 
fuse.” “More than likely, he 
or she has faced a serious 
disappointment at some time 
or other-perhaps the death 
of a loved one or the loss of 
a job”, he added. Personal 
betrayal if not faced and dealt 
with, can lead to deep ani¬ 
mosity. Instead of taking 
time to work through the 
hurt a person may let bitter¬ 
ness simmer deep within 
until it cannot be contained. 


His fame became wide¬ 
spread. “So I was great, and 
increased more than all that 
were before me in Jerusa¬ 
lem: also my wisdom re¬ 
mained with me” (2:9). He 
was rich and famous! 

Look back over these ar¬ 
eas - pleasures, great build¬ 
ing achievements, wealth, en¬ 
tertainment, fame, and wis¬ 
dom. He had it all! ‘Then I 
looked on all the works that 
my hands had wrought, and 
on the labor that I had labored 
to do; and, behold, all was van¬ 
ity and a striving after wind, 
and there was no profit under 
the sun” (2:11). 

Is your life presently fo¬ 
cused in one of these areas? 
On your present course, 
where will you end up? You 
may wake up one day and 
ask yourself - What have I 
really attained? 

Meaningful fulfillment 
cannot be found in any of 
these areas. Please consider 
Solomon’s wise conclusion. 
“This is the end of the mat¬ 
ter; all hath been heard: Fear 
God, and keep his com¬ 
mandments; for this is the 
whole duty of man” 
(Ecclesiastes 12:13). 

Fulfillment for the human 
spirit is to be found only in a 
life devoted to the “Father of 
spirits” (Hebrews 12:9).

Some people spend a 
large part of their lives bat¬ 
tling feelings of resentment. 
Perhaps someone hurt them 
in the past and they have 
never gotten over it. When 
the feelings resurface, they 
get caught up in the emo¬ 
tional undertow as if the of¬ 
fense has just happened for 
the first time. Quite often, 
we excuse our tempers with 
comments such as “mem¬ 
bers of our family are just 
high strung.” While people 
do have certain in born per¬ 
sonality traits, rage is often 
a learned behavior. 

Anger can have devastat¬ 
ing results. Harsh words of¬ 
ten hurt others, especially 
those we love. A “hot¬ 
headed” outburst can lead to 
the personal loss of credibil¬ 
ity and respect in the eyes of 
our peers. The conse¬ 
quences of anger can be 
physically difficult, too. 
Over time, it can elevate your 
blood pressure, set off 
chemical imbalances within 
the body and even lead to 
serious health issues. 

Most people are person¬ 
ally aware of what a complex 
problem anger is and the 
tragic results that it can 
bring, so the question be¬ 
comes “how do we deal with 
it”? Once again Dr. Stanley 
has some helpful advice, 
‘You can live free from an¬ 
ger, but you need to take the 
first step”, he writes in the 
devotional magazine In 
Touch . “Tell God why you 
feel the way you do, then ask 
Him to show you how to 
break free from this emo¬ 
tion.” Certainly time spent 
in prayer, along with Bible 
study paves the way for this 
to happen. Following Jesus’ 
example of forgiving and for¬ 
getting the hurts we have 
received is always wise.

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Hornets beat Tell City in double-OT 


Bobby Eubanks named 
Hornet football coach

The Hornets have a new 
head football coach, and he 
has a familiar face. 

Bobby Eubanks was 
hired last week to be the 
new leader of 
the Hancock 
County foot¬ 
ball pro- 
gram. 

Eubanks has 
served as de¬ 
fensive coor¬ 
dinator for 
the varsity 
over the past 
five years. 

“Em ex- 
cited,” 

Eubanks 
said. ‘This is 
something 
I’ve prepared 
for the last 10 
years and I’m glad to be the 
head coach of the Hornets. 
It’s an exciting time.” 

HCHS Athletic Director 
David Hobbs talked about 
the new hire. 

“We’re really pleased to 
have Bobby as our new 
head football coach. He’s 
a quality person and a qual¬ 
ity coach,” Hobbs said. 

“One thing that stood out 
during the interview pro¬ 
cess was the passion he has 
for Hornet football. He also 
has a great plan laid out for 
the program from top to 
bottom, including our 
youth football league, up 
through our middle school 
and to the high school. He 
was very impressive in the 
details regarding that and 
we’re looking forward to 
seeing him implement that 
program.” 

Eubanks, a star running 
back and linebacker for the 
Hornets during the mid 
1990’s, described his feel¬ 
ings about his new job. 

‘To be able to coach in my 
home town -1 really have a 
lot of pride in Hornet foot¬ 
ball and this is an awesome 
opportunity,” he said. 

Eubanks graduated from 
HCHS in 1996, then went 
on to play college football 
at Murray State University 
for a season under coach 
Houston Nutt. He later 
transferred to Western 
Kentucky University, 
where he graduated in 
2001. He and his wife, 
Adria, live in Hancock 
County with their two boys, 
Brady (6) and Zakery (2). 

The new coach talked 
about his initial plans for 
the program. 

“This year we’re looking 
to get some pride going and 
to get everyone on the 
same page, from high 


school all they way down to 
the Pee Wee leagues. We 
want to give the commu¬ 
nity something to be proud 
of.” 

Eubanks has plans to 
hire both of¬ 
fensive and 
defensive 
coordina¬ 
tors. 

“I’ll over¬ 
see every¬ 
thing, and 
this will al¬ 
low me to be 
available to 
help wher¬ 
ever I’m 
needed,” he 
said. 

Hornet 
fans will 
likely see a 
different 
looking team on the field 
next season, as Eubanks 
plans to implement his own 
style of play. 

“My philosophy on of¬ 
fense is (to do) what’s best 
for our personnel, and we 
have to sustain that year in 
and year out. 

“We’re looking to run the 
football, and as a defensive 
coordinator, the best way to 
win games is to keep your 
defense off the field. We 
want to control the ball, but 
we’ll take our shots down 
field when we can, too, be¬ 
cause we have athletes that 
can do that.” 

The Hornet defense has 
played a 3-4 base set for 
several years, but the new 
coach will alter that ap¬ 
proach. 

“We have a lot of lineman 
coming back so we’re look¬ 
ing to go to a 4-4 or 4-2-5 
defense so that we can get 
the majority of our players 
on the field,” the coach 
said. 

Eubanks wants to load 
the box (4-4) against run 
heavy teams, but will 
switch to the 4-2-5 against 
teams like Owensboro 
Catholic who like to spread 
the field. 

“We’ll still have box in¬ 
tegrity (with the 4-2-5) be¬ 
cause we’ll have our six 
guys in the box all the time, 
but we’ll also have that ex¬ 
tra defensive back against 
the spread teams,” the 
coach explained. 

Eubanks is clear about 
the goals he’s set for the 
future. 

“I want to run a first 
class program, get the buy 
in from the kids, and win 
championships,” he stated. 
‘That’s our goals and that’s 
what we’re going to work 
for.”

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) offers farmers 
new information to update 
program payment yields that 
will help them better select 
protections offered by the 
Agricultural Risk Coverage 
(ARC) and Price Loss Cover¬ 
age (PLC) programs. The 
new programs, established 
by the 2014 Farm Bill, are cor¬ 
nerstones of the commodity 
farm safety, offering farmers 
protection when market 
forces cause substantial drops 
in crop prices and revenues. 

The Farm Bill provides 
landowners with the option of 
updating their farm program 
payment yields and this is the 
first time that many produc¬ 
ers have been able to update 
yields since 1986. FSA has

Kentucky Potatoes 

Nutrition Facts: Pota¬ 
toes are a good source of vi¬ 
tamins B and C, potassium 
and complex carbohydrates. 
They do not contain fat, cho¬ 
lesterol or sodium. There is 
only 70 calories in a 1/2 cup 
serving of cooked potatoes. 
Most nutrients are located 
just below the skin, so avoid 
peeling whenever possible. 

Selection: Select firm 
potatoes free from wrinkles, 
green spots or bruises. New 
potatoes are immature pota¬ 
toes of any variety. They are 
creamy, thin-skinned and 
small enough to serve 
whole. New potatoes are 
best in dishes that call for 
boiled potatoes as they will 
hold their shape. For bak¬ 
ing, frying, and mashing 
choose drier varieties such 
as russet or Yukon Gold. 

Storage: Potatoes 

should be kept in a cool, 
humid, dark, well ventilated 
place. Do not store in the re¬ 
frigerator. 

Preparation: Potatoes 
should be thoroughly 
washed and scrubbed be¬ 
fore cooking. Any sprouts or 
eyes should be cut out. Com¬ 
mon methods of preparation 
include boiling, baking, 
microwaving, mashing, fry¬ 
ing, and grilling.
